THE W. M. R. R. 


The long-expected report of the Balti- 


more city directors of the Western Mary- 
land Eailroad was received by Mayor 
Hayes last week. 


Accompanying the report was a letter 


making two recommendations. 


The first is that the city's advances for 


tbe payment of interest and purchase of 
coupons, amounting to »8,920,6T6.17, be 
funded into a preferred stock of the rail- 
road company, and that the interest on 
the advances, amounting to $3.532,009,38 
additional, be funded into the common 
stock of the company. 


The alternative proposition of tbe direc- 


tors is to sell the road at public auction 
under the mortgage Liens held by tbe city. 
The total funded indebtedness of the com- 
pany to the city September 30, 1301, is 
given as $4,622,576,88. 


At a meeting of tbe board of directors of 


the Western Maryland Railroad Company, 
held Friday afternoon at Hillen Station, 
Baltimore, Gen. John M. Hood was re- 
elected president and general 
manager, 


and Maj. J. M. Barnes secretary and treas- 
urer for the ensuing year. 


In bis regular monthly letter to the di- 


rectors President Hood commented upon 
the report made by the city member of the 
board to the Mayor as follows : 


Referring to the report of the city direc- 


tors marie to Mayor Hayes and published 
in the papers of this date, I would say that 
by it we are shown to have defaulted to 
tbe city upon tbe first preferred, second 
and fifth mortgages, improvement loan of 
1925 ; upon the first and preferred second 
mortgage funding certificates, and the $71,- 
742 unfunded first and preferred second 
mortgage coupons, from January 1, 1899, 
to September 30, 1901, 
while there has 


been no default on any of these up to July 
1, IfaOl, since December 31, 1891. 


We assume that the error occurred by 


the city authorities crediting us upon the 
oldest outstanding claims instead of /or 
those maturing as the payments are made ; 
that is, it shows ns to be a defaulter on 
these obligations at this date instead of 
10 years ago.

CUBA'S IMl'UOVEB HEALTH. 


The sanitary results attained in Cuba, 


and especially in Havana, by Surgeon 
Gorgas, of the United States Army, are 
very remarkable. 
Tbe report for Septem- 


ber last shows 339 deaths, against 496 in 
September, 1899, and 2,397 in September, 
1S98 
In tbe latter year the rate for Sep- 


tember was 123 per 1,000 of population, 
while the rate for tbe twelve mouths was 
42 per 1,000, whereas the rate in Septem- 
ber, 1901, was but 15.64 per 1,000. This 
is a lower rate than is to be found in many 
American cities that boast an exception- 
ally healthful climate. 
London, which 


ranks high among healthful cities of large 
size, bad a death rate for September laet 
of 10.57 ; Hull—with a population, like 
Havana, of about 241,000—a rate of 25.56; 
Paris, 17.58; Berlin, in August, a rate of 
24.26; New York, 51.75; Washington, 
18.38; New Orleans, 18.25. 


Most gratifying ia the practical exclu- 


sion of yellow lever, owing to the prompt 
recognition of the value of tbe mosquito 
theory—tbe theory that yellow fever is 
spread by mosquitoes that have bitten yel- 
low-fever patients. 
The moequitoee are 


now protected from infection by being ex- 
cluded by wire gauze, or netting, from pa- 
tients, while at tbe same time everything 
possible is done to destroy mosquitoes 
where persons have the lever. There were, 
this year in September but 2 deaths from 
yellow fever, against 18 in September, 
1899, and 166 in September, 1896. 
The 


average in the past eleven years for Sep- 
tember was 70. The reason for tbe im- 
provement, says Dr. Gorgas, is that "this 
year since tbe first of March, we have had 
100 men daily engaged in killing mosqui- 
toes in every way we knew how. 
The 


result ia that instead of having 52 deaths 
from jellow fever and 32 from malarial 
fever we have had 2 deaths from yellow 
fever and 11 from malarial fever—a differ- 
ence of 71 deaths under these two heads 
in favor of tbis year. 
Again, last year 


during September there were 72 deaths 
from tuberculosis ; this year 58. This, it 
is thought, is in great part due to tbe 
special efforts made in this direction—tbe 
system in vogue in New York having been 
put into effect here."—Halto. Sun, 


THE BOER'S CAUSE. 


Kitchener 
Reports 13 Officers and 54 Men 


Killed In Defperaie Attack. 


That the Boers have not yet finished 


their contest with England is evidenced by 
one of Lord Kitchener's dispatches of last 
week. 
He reported to the War Office a 


disaster to the British near Bethel, eastern 
Transvaal, in which two guns were lost, 
several officers killed or wounded and 54 
men were killed and 160 wounded. 


The following is the text of Lord Kitch- 


ener's dispatch, which is dated Pretoria, 
November 1. 


"I have just heard ol a severe attack 


made on the rear guard of Colonel Ben- 
son's column when about 20 miles north- 
west of Bethel, near Brokenlaagte, during 
a thick mist. 


"The strength of the enemy is reported 


to have been 1000. 
They rushed two 


guns with the rear guard, but it is uncer- 
tain whether they were able to remove 
them. 


'*! tear our casualties 
were 
heavy. 


Colonel Bengon was wounded, but not 
severely. A relieving column will reach 
him this morning."

on, as they were all qualified to vote and 
entitled to the franchise. 


Rev. Father William L. O'Hara, presi- 


dent of ttie college, in his testimony ai,ated 
that when the students entered the college 
with the intention of entering the priest- 
hood it was their home, as they had prac- 
tically and for all purposes abandoned the 
home of their parents.

USING CORN FODDER. 


It has come to be a pretty generally 


recognized fact, that profitable farming 
should include live-stock feeding. There 
is, one year with another, nearly always 
a good profit in tbe feeding operation 
alone as compared wiob selling the grain, 
but the true friend of tbe soil sees anotb- 
er great gain iu the feeding of live stock 
in the increased fertility of the soil. 
Hence it behooves us to keep our breed- 
ing stock even though there is a great 
temptation to dispose of it and sell 
the high-priced grain. For the prospects 
are fair for enormously high prices for 
fattened live stock in the near future. 
To winter the needed amount of breed- 
ing stock and make the most of the 
limited corn crops is the problem. The 
cutticg procet>s should begin as soon as 
tbe corn is in condition (not before) by 
cutting in half shocks and allowing to 
cure some before completing. This may 
be continued until late in the season i£ 
the work be done early in the morning 
and late in the evening. Where there IB 
plenty of help available the cutticg can 
be done by hand as there are disadvan- 
tages in the machine work. 
Thesuce<>EB 


of the harvester depends much upon con- 
ditions. After the corn is in aiiock its 
feed vulue may be almost double by 
shredding, since it makes the produce 
more easily stored away and the litter 
much more easily handled and available 
as a soil fertilizer. 
Since the matter bas 


been so thoroughly tested and the results 
verifled, and since there is at present 
such pressing need of saving feed, it cer- 
tainly is "up to the farmer" to make the 
most of the corn crop. 


USES FOR SALT. 


Just as a matter of curiosity I have 


recently been trying to find out to how 
many uses I put common table eait, aaye 
a writer iu the Southern Farm Magazine. 
You would be astonished when I teil you 
thti result. I suppose there are many 
more uses, but these are of my own ex- 
perience and may interest some of our 
readers. 


When china is stained from tea or any 


other cause a little wet salt rubbed on <-vill 
wake it white again, 


^d little salt stirred into whitewash 


makes it stick better. 


I'sed as a toothpowder sail whitens the 


teeth and hardens the gums. 


A teaapoonfal of salt in a glass of hot 


water will relieve a sore throat if used as 
a gargle. 


Salt will relieve a cold in the head if 


snuffed through the node. 


Wash your willow furniture with strong 


suit water, and then rub dry with a soft 
cloth. 


Wash your matting with xepid water— 


a cupful of salt to the buckst—onco a 
montu aud it will last tw:ce ats long. 


Rub your gridiron with salt when you 


want to Fry cakes without grease. 


Rub your cake and bread pans with salt 


to keep the cake from sticking. 


Wash your hair with salt water, as hot 


as you can hear it, to stop the hair from 
falling out—just enough salt in the water 
to taste. 


.Sage tea with a little salt ia it is the 


beat of ail hair tonics. 


Put half a cup of salt in a bucket to 


wash your butter in, and it will draw out 
all the buttermilk and save you much 
trouble. 


Bright-colored cotton goods keep their 


color much longer if always washtd in salt 
water. 


Aoa fine remedy for nausea, put a Htile 


salt on your tongue every little while. 


t-trong ?alt water held ia the month 


afthr a tooth has been pulled will stop the 
bleeding. 


Two teaspoons of salt in aglaaa of tepid 


water is an emetic always convenient, and 
will relieve the stomach of poisons before 
other remedies can be administered. 


A salt bath id one of the beet of all ton- 


ica for a weak constitution. It must al- 
ways be followed by a vigorous rubbing 
down 


Dry salt applied to a fever blister will 


generally drive it away. 


Klatirons rubbed with salt are smooth 


and clean. It is a good plan to keep a 
littie box of it on the ironing table and 
tub the iron in it every time you tata it 
off the Btove. 


Miks and ribbons washed in slighiiy 


salt water will be very much nicer than 
oth erwise. Irou while wet. 


It is said that small doses ai aalt will re- 


lieve hemorrhages of lungs or stomach if 
promptly used. 


Salt mixed with lemon juice will re- 


move mildew. Kubit on the place and 
put it in the sun. 


-Eggs packed in salt will remain freah.

As an evidence of the crops 
held socth of llageratowu it may be said 
that one man alone has over 10,000 barrels 
ind another man living near Inwixxl has 
an orchard of over 1011,000 trees,

apples ordinarily ara bought from growers 
at $1 a batrel, this year dfae buyers pay 
from $2 to $;:. This region is one oi the 
few in the country wbsre apples have not 
failed this year. The fruit there in addk 
Uon to being pieuty is unusually fine.
